Taking on a challenge for her girls 


M OTHER of twins Rachel Dunn, from Chard, 
has set herself a challenge for this year - to 
run the Bath half marathon while raising 
money for the neonatal unit at Musgrove Park Hospi¬ 
tal. 

Five years ago her daughters, identical twins Jessica 
and Sophie, suffered twin to twin transfusion syn¬ 
drome during pregnancy. 

As a result of this they were born three months pre¬ 
maturely at just 1 lb 12 and 31b 2. They were in the 
neonatal unit in Taunton for the first three months of 
their lives and, despite all the odds, are now perfectly 
healthy. 

Originally from Crewe in Cheshire, Rachel moved to 
Chard when she was 19 and is married to window 
cleaner Jason. 

She had always loved doing make up for her friends 
while she was training to be a teacher and while the 
twins were growing up she wanted to do something 
flexible and began doing bridal, fashion and evening 
makeup. 

In January2012 she decided to go for it and 
launched herself as Pure Perfection, while finishing 
her teaching qualification through the Open Univer¬ 
sity. 

Rachel did a specialist course in eyelashes and a 
year ago applied to BACTAC beauty insurance com¬ 
pany for their beauty awards. 

She was amazed to make it through to the final 
three and went to the awards ceremony in London 
where the other two finalists were celebrity makeup 
artists. She said the experience was amazing and so 
exciting with a lot of good contacts made including 
some from the magazine world, which she would 
love to get into.

Town centre project 

CREWKERNE Town Council has agreed in principle to 
offer some financial support to theTown Team for their 
plan to set up a Crewkerne Centre in the empty shop 
at the top of South Street. 

The team, led by chairman of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce Mark Edgington, has reached the final stages of 
a bid for support from the Mary Portas Government 
backed scheme to revive town centres. 

They asked the council for £1,000 match funding to 
own contribution to continue their work, aiming to 
open the centre by mid March. 

The funding will sustain the project for the first quar¬ 
ter while other avenues are sought. 

The centre will offer start up units for small busi¬ 
nesses with a sound business plan, projecting a three 
year outlook. It is seen as a stepping stone into retail, 
possibly drawing out some that have started on the in¬ 
ternet into the high street. The team will be running a 
marketing campaign over the next four weeks to test 
the market for demand, while they receive quotes for 
renovating the empty building.

A BUSINESS woman with a big heart is turning a neg¬ 
lected, former tobacconist and sweet shop in West 
Street, Crewkerne, into a charming version of "up-cy- 
cling"and hopes that other like-minded traders will join 
her venture. 

Called Vintage Thrift Market, proprietor Julia Henry is 
offering small units within the property at a set monthly 
fee for those who want a start-up business selling rea¬ 
sonably-priced, vintage or retro, upcycled items. 

First to take up shop was Dan Wakeman who has 
opened AMOS, a haven for boys toys, where he has 
everything from chairs decoupaged with old Beano 
pages and lampstands decorated with an assortment 
of plastic cartoon characters. 

Mr Wakeman jumped at the opportunity of turning 
his hobby into a business. 

He said: "I'd already wanted to give it a go in the town 
but it was expensive to set up and I didn't have the retail 
experience and, although the bank liked my idea, the 
wouldn't lend me the money. 

"I volunteered with the Red Cross for a while to get 
the retail experience but now I have been able set up 
without the bank. I sold my Land Rover to buy my stock 
and here I can dip my toe in the water without a huge 
risk. 

"At the end of the day, I can give a month's notice and 
the stock is all mine so I would have very little to lose. I 
have my own lockable door and can shut up shop in 
time to do the school run. 

"Everything I needed to do the shop I got locally. The 
floor paint, fixtures and fittings all came from James', 
Jazziez did my sign and I had my leaflets done at Foot- 
printz. 

"I really believe local business should support each 
other." 

Julia said the whole concept for her was that there 
would be no contracts, everyone's rent is all inclusive 
on a month's notice which gives them a real chance to 
try it out. She is also offering hanging space for artists 
in the stairwell for a nominal fee and said there is a gar¬ 
den at the back if someone would like to make it their 
allotment. 

Julia will be using one unit herself upstairs and there

will be three more available downstairs, along with a 
shared kitchen and toilet facilities. For information call

This shared apprach to taking on retail space seems 
to be the in-thing in Crewkerne at the moment. Already, 
the former bed warehouse at the bottom of South 
Street has become a thriving antiques market with 
traders renting units of space and now Crewkerne Town 
Team are busy working behind the scenes to open a 
new centre in an empty shop.

Council sets budget 
fora difficult year 

CHARD Town Council has approved its budget for the 2013/14 finan¬ 
cial year and has pledged to continue to provide value for money 
services for residents within the town. 

Sarah Robson, town clerk said:"Members set the budget with the 
emphasis on ensuring that the town council is able to provide the 
services the community expect from it and to be a strong advocate 
for its residents, community groups and businesses. 

"They had acknowledged the challenging times facing the country 
and every effort has been made not to over-burden the tax payers 
of Chard. 

"Council members felt it was regrettable that there should be an 
increase this year but that with changes imposed by central Govern¬ 
ment on Council Tax benefits, which have been passed down 
through the district councils' budget setting process, this sadly was 
unavoidable if services are to be protected. 

"The annual budget was set at £705,245.00 an approximate in¬ 
crease from last year of 5 per cent. The precept of £530,854.00 re¬ 
mains unchanged however a small increase to Band D Council Tax 
of about 8 pence per week will be seen as a result of changes to the 
tax base for Chard. 

"In these difficult times, which are being experienced the length 
and breadth of the country, the town council's primary focus has 
been to safeguard high quality services that really matter to our res¬ 
idents, such as safe and well maintained children's play areas, ceme¬ 
tery, allotments, providing and maintaining open spaces and 
markets. We must be in a position to play our part in the new Gov¬ 
ernment Agenda of Localism and be able to respond to the needs 
of our residents. 

"The town council is committed to supporting locally based initia¬ 
tives and the Community Development Fund aims to encourage and 
work closely with organisations and groups by financially supporting 
projects that benefit local residents. This year the council has bud¬ 
geted for £10,000 that will be distributed to groups working within 
Chard. 

"The council works hard to promote the town as a key location to 
live, work and visit and will continue to work with the recently ap¬ 
pointed Town Team to drive forward key initiatives throughout the 
next 12 months, and beyond, to boost the local economy."

Anna Starushkevych provides 
spectacular start to 2013 Somerset 
season for Concerts in the West

A SPECTACULAR opening to the 2013 series of Concerts in the West! Anna 
Starushkevych is already a near complete recitalist who makes an often mes¬ 
merising impact with her natural ability to dramatise all that she performs. The 
final section of her recital, a group of lullabies by Britten, Mussorgsky and 
Shostakovich, revealed the spine-chilling nature of the lowest register of her 
mezzo-soprano voice. 

Anna's pianist, Justin Snyder, accompanied with subtlety, and in the opening 
set of Handel arias gave a thrusting attack to the up-tempo pieces. In the slower 
arias, the famous Lascia ch'io piango and in what is probably Handel's greatest 
single song, As with Rosy Steps the Morn, from the late oratorio Theodora, he 
provided a persuasive if, at times, an almost over expressive support to the 
slower numbers. Anna, too, could have allowed for more space between some 
of the phrases. 

But it is easy to see why Anna Starushkevych was last year's winner of the Han¬ 
del Singing Competition in London. Not only does she have a wonderful voice, 
but an exceptional ability to communicate with her listeners. The audience at

P ERCHED high on the headland at the mouth 
of Cornwall’s trendy Camel Estuary, the St 
Moritz Hotel reeks of decadence but in a non- 
pretentious way. 

With the North Cornwall beaches in close proxim¬ 
ity, and glorious views over the Atlantic, there can 
be few better places to spend a weekend break away 
from the rigours of the daily grind. 

We chose the coldest weekend of the winter for our 
sojourn into Cornwall, although as Devon was snow¬ 
bound and shivered in sub-zero temperatures there 
was little of the white stuff west of Exeter with the 
Duchy basking in temperatures of five degrees and 
more. 

Even in such arctic conditions, the journey from 
Weekender Country into deepest Cornwall took just 
over two hours and a warm welcome was awaiting 
from the staff at St Moritz. 

A luxury hotel has stood on this stunning site over¬ 
looking Daymer Bay, near Rock, since the 1930s, 
making it the perfect setting for the ultimate luxu¬ 
rious break. 

The original, imposing private house belonged to a 
couple called the Underwoods who, after the war, 
reinvented it as a luxurious hotel. On his trips to St 
Moritz, Richard Underwood found a commitment 
matching his own for haute cuisine, excellent serv¬ 
ice and attention to detail, and named the hotel after 
the Swiss town. 

The St Moritz became truly international. Its chefs 
learned their trade in Switzerland and the excel¬ 
lence they brought back - and on which the Under¬ 
woods insisted throughout - saw its reputation soar. 
Politicians, film stars, business leaders and writers 
were drawn to the spectacular coast but, most of all, 
to the hotel’s celebrated levels of service. 

Brothers Hugh and Stephen Ridgway, the new 
owners, bulldozed the original building and in a £15 
million development completed in 2008, recreated 
those heady art deco days of the 1950s with an hotel 
and leisure complex which is dedicated to supplying 
the perfect antidote to the daily stresses of urban 
life. 

Standing on the Trebetherick headland, with in¬ 
spiring views over the estuary between the trendy

resorts of Polzeath and Rock and within easy reach 
of some of Cornwall’s most popular attractions, the 
St Moritz is the ideal base for getting acquainted 
with the magic of Cornwall. 

But don’t be fooled into thinking that this is just a 
posh pad for yuppie couples; the St Moritz is very 
much a family hotel. Despite its obvious opulence, 
the first thing we noticed was the collection of kiddie 
essentials in the foyer - buckets and spades, wellie 
boots, skateboards and even a surfboard. 

The hotel also has its own holiday club for chil¬ 
dren, branded as the Mini Moritz, with a host of ac¬ 
tivities including sand safaris, not to mention their 
own menu and cocktails. 

We spent our two nights at the St Moritz in a 
ground floor suite which included its own kitchen 
and which would have made any Domestic Goddess 
salivate. Not that we intended using it with one of 
Cornwall’s best restaurants waiting for our custom 
in the main body of the hotel.

The suite was all you would expect and more from 
an hotel with St Moritz’s reputation, comfortable sit¬ 
ting area, sliding door access to your own sitting out 
area, massive bed and a welcome box of goodies with 
romance in mind which included truffles, a free DVD 
of Audrey Hepburn’s “Breakfast at Tiffany’s and a 
game of Truth or Dare. 

The snow had caused a number of cancellations 
from guests intending to stay at the weekend but did 
not seem to affect the restaurant where the high 
standards expected in this part of Cornwall were 
clearly satisfied by new head chef Nick Osborne. 

Committed to the finest British food, predomi¬ 
nantly Cornish ingredients, his team of nine chefs 
working in the open kitchen, make the dining expe¬ 
rience more interesting, demonstrating huge atten¬ 
tion to detail and presentation. 

With its proximity to the Cornish ports, fish fea¬ 
tures prominently on the menu with Nick not final¬ 
ising the evening menu until he has bought his fresh 
fish, landed by the daytime fisherman from Port 
Isaac to Newlyn. 

Saturday morning was spent touring this corner of 
Cornwall with the obligatory visit to Padstow, fol¬ 
lowed by lunch in the St Moritz’s Sea Side restaurant 
with has easy access from the pool and beach hut 
area. 

The atmosphere in the Sea Side is much more re¬ 
laxing but with an equally interesting fish domi¬ 
nated menu together with some favourites much in 
evidence.

Before driving back into the arctic wastes of Devon 
and Dorset on the Sunday morning we were treated 
to the ultimate parting gift - a fully body massage in 
the St Moritz Cowshed, an unusual name for such a 
sensuous treatment but part of a global chain of 
spas. 

We left Trebetherick thoroughly relaxed and de¬ 


termined to return in the summer months. 

If you have an important anniversary to celebrate, 
or you just what to pamper yourself, then a visit to 
St Moritz will tick all the boxes.

Paul Harrison, Head of Motor Finance at the FLA, 
said: 

"These figures show that customers want good 
value deals and are finding them. The number of 
cars financed by FLA members is at its highest level 
since before the start of the recent financial crisis. 

"The factors underpinning consumer confidence 
in motor finance seem likely to continue. And a 
quarter of all showrooms are now approved under 
the FLA's Specialist Automotive Finance initiative 
(SAF), which helps ensure high levels of under¬ 
standing of the finance options available to cus¬ 
tomers." 

During 2012, motor finance providers saw a 14% 
rise in the total number of new and used cars 
bought by consumers and businesses using dealer 
finance. A total of 1.91 million cars were financed, 
compared with 1.67 million in 2011. 

This strong growth in dealer-based motor finance 
meant there was a significant increase in the per¬ 
centage of private new car sales financed by FLA 
members, which rose from 63.5% in 2011 to 71.2% 
in 2012. 

The consumer used car finance market also had a 
good year. Overall in 2012, this market reported 
both value and volume growth of 8% compared 
with 2011.

There was a good bal¬ 
ance in the team this 
week with the more expe¬ 
rienced element, none 
more important than the 


inclusion of Ian Waite at 
centre-half, pivotal to so 
much of Chard's play 
going forward. 

Another ingredient in 
the successful mix was 
the presence of Nathan 
Richards who, from right 
wing, tormented the 
home defence through¬ 
out. 

When there was a risk of

THIS was Chard's first match at Cul¬ 
lompton for several years and their 
players and supporters enjoyed 
the excellent facilities as well as 
coming out on top in a very tough 
and competitive match writes Glyn 
Hughes. 

A minutes silence was held be¬ 
fore the game in memory of 
Chard's former Chairman Philip 
Cook. 

The ground at Stafford Park was 
in surprisingly good condition but 
Chard, playing up the slight slope 
in the first-half, took their time to 
get going. 

They fell behind after just three 
minutes when Adam Pearce 
kicked a penalty for the hosts 
when Chard were guilty of not re¬ 
leasing the ball correctly. 

A rusty-looking Chard lacked any 
real cohesion in the opening quar¬ 
ter and Cullompton were the bet¬ 
ter side during this period with the 
visitors missing a few tackles and 
struggling to win clean ball in the 
tight. 

However, as they settled Chard 
got back in the game and some 
good forward play, particularly 
from the front row, set up two 
chances close to the home line but 
good defensive work kept them 
out. 

As a contest things had equalled 
up and it was no surprise when this 
was reflected in the scoreline 
when Paul Nicholls slotted over a 
penalty goal. 

Cullompton were very keen to 
run the ball at every opportunity 
with full-back Marcus Busch partic¬ 
ularly impressive. 

They looked to have scored a try 
in the corner but, with doubt 
about the touchdown, the referee 
had no option but to disallow the 
score and Chard breathed a sigh of 
relief.

As is their way it seems Chard 
spurned two eminently kickable 
penalties in what turned out to be 
fruitless attempts to score more 
tries. 

In the dying moments of the 
game Jim Wagstaff looked certain 
to score the visitors'second try but 
was stopped inches from the line. 

This was a very competitive

DESPITE a less than fluent performance, 
Yeovil Town followed up their excellent 
1-0 victory at Coventry City on Saturday 
with a dogged win over Preston North 
End that stretches their winning run to 
seven games, and signalled the end of 
Lillywhites manager Graham Westley's 
tenure, who resigned on Wednesday 
morning.

game over. 

Luke Ayling, by far the outstanding 
player on the night and well worthy of 
the Man-of-the-Match award, started the 
Glovers revival. 

Glovers tempo 

The ex-Gunner formed a great relation¬ 
ship with Kevin Dawson down the right 
until the recent signing from Shelbourne 
was substituted, and was willing to 
bomb forward at every opportunity. 

In the 73rd minute he played a sublime 
ball inside the full-back to sub Luke 
Young whose neat run took him into the 
box before releasing the ball to Paddy 
Madden who in turn fed James Hayter to 
score from close range.

The six minutes of added time led me 
to think again about the rule that is at the 
referee's discretion.

Only if the side who had been offended 
against were losing should the additional 
time be allowed.
